The present world war is the na­ 
tural result of the persecutions and 
indignities that have been heaped

ers, according to the analysis of 
the situation 
offered 
hv Professor 
William E. Jenkins of Indiana uni 
vers it y in a lecture last night at the 
court house assembly 
room undcf 
the auspices 
of 
the 
Shakespeare 


club. 
He touched only briefly on the part 
of the United States in the war and 
occasionally referred to America's 
poor state of unpreparedness. 
“The United States 
went to war 
with England in 1812 to fight for the 
freedom of the seas, ’ 
he said near 
the conclusion of his address. 
“We 
went to war this time for the same 
reason. 
I am sure 
I would 
have 
■;old my claim to nationality of the 
hiited States 'if we had not gone 
o war because there 
was nothing 
else for 
us to do and 
he a self- 
respecting people.” 
Dr. Jenkins divided 
his 
lecture 
into three parts: the mine, the fuse 
and the match. 
The mine, he said, 
was the world 
policy 
of the Ger­ 
man empire; the fuse, the persecu­ 
tion of the small nations of Europe, 
notably the continued massacre« by 
the Turks; the match, 
the 
bomb 
which was cast at the archduke of 
Austria, Franz 
Ferdinand, and his 


wife. 
“Nothing could exceed 
the thor­ 
oughness with which the 
Germans 
iave prepared this world 
policy, 
said Dr. Jenkins, 
“I don t 
know 
whether they had 
any designs

other planets. 
I do not doubt but 
they would have a policy for Mars 
if

It has been pro­ 
ved to the satisfaction of the o f­ 
ficers that the explosion was caused 
by motion picture 
films

in 
barrels in the basement. 
Six are dead and three injured in 
the fire, which started in the office 
and 
apartment 
structure 
at 320 
North Meridian 
street early 
last 
night. 
The loss was about $50,000 
Tw o explosions were heard. 
The dead are: Dr. Martha E. Kel 
er, a physician.

W ashington, April 20.— Breach of 
trust by officers “often for personal 
gain,” and a readiness of big inter- j 
ests to seek “tools and dummies” for 
the promoters, were 
adjudged re­ 
sponsible for the wrecking of the 
♦Perfe Marquette and the Cincinnati 
Hamilton and Dayton railroads, in a 
report of the interstate commerce 
commission today to the house com­ 
mittee on interstate commerce. 
In scoring interests for the trans­ 
actions 
resulting in the failure <»f 
[ these two roads, the report 
said, 
“only a court with 
criminal juris­ 
diction could adequately deal with 


them.”

W ashington, 
April 20.— The 
de­ 
partment of agriculture today asked 
authority of 
congress, 
which, i f 
granted,"will 
practically place the 
country’s entire food production un­ 
der strict 
government supervision. 
In addition to a nation-wide investi­ 
gation the department asks authority 
“to license’ and supervise operation 
of plants, mills, breweries, distill­ 
eries and all other establishm ents in 
which food or agricultural im ple­ 
ments are 
prepared, manufactured 


or sold.” 
Discussing 
food 
conservation, 
Secretary Houston hinted at the ad­ 
visability o f possible regulation to 
point of prohibiting the m anufacture 


.of liquor, saying: 
“Some European nations have se­ 
cured an addition to the food sup­ 
ply by reducing 
production of all 
liquors. 
It has been estimated that 
the value of food material entering 
into the m anufacture of alcohol as 
a beverage in one year in this coun­ 
try is $145,000,000.” 
The power asked included author­ 
ity to make 'regulations governing 
the use and 
operation of food, in­ 
cluding the taking over and operation 
of them “with even such force as 
may be necessary in the public in­ 


terest.” 
The authority requested is said to 
be more drastic than any taken by 
European 
nations, excepting 
Ger­ 
many. 
In case of extreme emergen­ 
cy the government would have pow­ 
er to purchase, store and dispose of 
food products and to fix a maximum 
or minimum price. 
W hether war prohibition will he an 
emergency measure o f the present 
session of congress will he deter­ 
mined shortly. 
President 
W ilson 
and 
his 
cabinet this 
afternoon 
planned to take up the recommenda­ 
tions' of the 
agricultue department 
regarding food conservation and dis­ 


tribution. 
/ 
As prohibition is closely connected 
with the food problem, it will un­ 
doubtedly he taken up at this time. 
The agriculture department’s recom­ 
mendations will probably he turned 
over to congress next week and at 
that time the administration’s atti­ 
tude on war prohibition may he made 


known. 
It is probable that congress will 
he authorized 
to 
take 
any action 
deemed necessary on handling food 
during the crisis— and this would iu- 
clude power to shut off grain from 
distilleries aad breweries.

The present pro­ 
duction on the limited area 
under 
cultivation is 10,000,000 pounds of 
fiber, of w’hich 7,000,000 pounds are 
retained in Japan for the manufac­ 
ture of linen 
goods, 
an industry 
vhieh, like all other textile 
indus- 
ries, is 
making 
large 
headway 
here. There are 20 
factories 
on 
Hokkaido and two companies eon- 
:rol the production and 
manufac- 
ure of flax in Japan, a 
form of 
nonopoly that would not be tolera- 
ed in this country. 
In 1913 there 
vere 18,597 acres of this land under 
»ultivation; 
in 1916, 
over 
39,000 
icres. 
It is planned to utilize the 
v’hole acreage as soon as it can be 
leveloped. 
If we desire to estab- 
ish flax production and linen rmmu- 
acture in the United States after 
he war, the progress of the indus- 
ry in Japan, where the wage scale

Ci' refill in early spring net to dip: the 
ground when the soil is too 
moist, 
so he should be careful later in the 
season not to cultivate too soon a f­ 
ter rains. The stirring of very mud­ 
dy soil “puddles” it into a compact, 
cement-like mass in which the plant 
food is securely locked.

HOOSIER PESTS. 
$ 


BY R. E. SNODGRASS. 
( W ritten for United Press.) 
AH the swatters who swat 
can 
never swat all of the flies. 
Some­ 
thing more drastic must be done if 
we are to get 
rid of these trouble­ 
some and dangerous pests. 
The great majority of flies 
are 
produced in horse manure. 
Enough 
will breed in a small pile of manure 
along the roadside to keep a score 
of swatters busy. 
Every 
stable 
breeds millions 
of flies all summer. 
But the pests are not generated by 
manure. 
Flies come from 
small, 
white maggots and 
the 
maggots 
come from eggs laid there by flies. 
Therefore the only effective rem­ 
edy against flies is to protect ma­ 
nure from them or to treat it with 
something that will 
kill 
maggots. 
All stable manure should be put at 
once into screen covered bins while 
the edges of uncovered piles, which 
is the part 
on which the maggots 
live, should be sprinkled with a so­ 
lution of 
powdered 
hellebore. 
A 
half pound in ten gallons of 
water 
will be enough for eight bushels of 
manure. 
Hellébore will not 
injure 
manure for fertilizing purposes. 
Cesspools should be treated with 
the powdered borax which is more 
deadly to fly maggots than 
helle­ 
bore, but is 
injurious 
to 
plant 
growth if used in manure. Flies not 
only breed in cess pools but. they 
collect disease germs there 
which 
they will later carry into the dining 
room. 
For this 
reason 
cesspools 
should be made fly proof. 
\ 
Flies travel long distance, how- 
ever and such anti-fly measures will 
be effective only when adopted by a 
whole community. 
Until the entire 
public can be persuaded or compell­ 
ed by law to take these precautions, 
I individuals must be contented with 
traps, poisons, screens and 
swat­ 
ters. 
Educational, agitation, legislation 
and 
prosecution—these 
are 
the 
steps to fly prevention. 


Home Cookery 


Baked Beane and Tomatoes. 
Beak a pint of beans overnight In 
the morning parboil and place them 
into a two quart bean pot 
Add to 
them a level tablespoonful of salt, two 
of molasses, a teaspoonful of black 
pepper and a quart of hot water. Place 
the pot In a cool oven and bake slowly. 
As the water bolls away or is absorbed 
by the beans flu the pot with tomatoes 
(canned or fresh may be used; If fresh, 
peel and cut Into pieces). 
Long and 
alow baking Is required, and one quart 
if tomatoes should be used. If more 
moisture is required after this quantity 
has been used add hot water. 
Let 
them cook at least ten hours; twelve Is 
better. 


Ribs Muffins. 
Mash two cupfuls of boiled rice 
through a sieve, add the well beaten 
yolks of three eggs, a tablespoonful of 
soft butter, a scant teaspoonful of salt, 
three cupfuls of milk and two cupfuls 
of yellow jCornmeal, tea spoonful of 
baking powder and lastly tbe stiffly 
whipped whites of the eggs. Pour Into 
buttered muffin rings or gem pans and 
bake in a quick oven for about fifteen 
minutes. 


Rios* and Chopped Beef. 
Chop a cupful of cold cooked beef, 
not too fine. Upon the fire place a cup­ 
ful of milk and when hot add tbe chop­ 
ped beef, a cupful cold boiled rice, two 
tablespoonfuls of butter and season 
highly with aalt and pepper. Stir the 
mixture till very hot, then remove 
from the fibs and add an egg, well 
beaten. Turn the hash Into a baking 
dish and bake twenty minutes. Allow 
to brown well and serve in the baking 
dish.

A large increase in the number of 
women placed in positions in 
Indi­ 
ana is especially noticeable 
during 
the latter part of March and early 
part of April. 
Complete figures for 
the month will not be available for 
sometime but the quarterly 
report, 
made public today and including the 
months of January, February 
and 
March, shows nearly 350 
women 
placed dnring those three months. 
This is an increase of nearly 50 per 
cent over the similar period for last 
year. 
The largest number 
of 
women 
were given positions by the 
South 
Bend office—202. 
Ft. Wayne 
was 
uext with 188; 
Evansville, 44; In­ 
dianapolis, 39 and Terre Haute 21. 
During that time, 2,315 
men 
were 
also placed. 
Since the “more food” movement 
has gained such great headway in 
the state, the 
employment 
offices 
have been kept 
busy 
hunting 
for 
[farm laborers. 
There is a 
great 
demand for men in farm work now 
and it shows no immediate signs of 
being filled. 
On account of the scarcity of men 
workers, many 
companies 
which 
have not hired women heretofore in 
certain positions, have thrown op­ 
en these departments 
for 
women 
workers. 
The Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, which formerly employed 
men only in its clerical department, 
¡has issued orders that women may 
he hired for this work.

Cultivation of the Home Garden. 


The importance 'of thorough and 


continuous cultivation in the home 
vegetable garden is pointed out in a 
new Fanners' Bulletin of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, No. 818, 
'The Small Vegetable Garden." Af- 
er the seeds have sprouted or after 
,he plants have been set 
in 
their 


permanent location continued culti- 
vation becomes necessary. 


The gardener should never permit 


,he surface of the soil to 
become 


>aked or even to form an apprecia- 
te crust. 
Constant 
stirring with 


land tools or a wheel 
cultivator 


should be practiced 
between 
the 


rows and about the plants. 'Such a 
stirring permits the air to penetrate 
the soil, where it facilitates chemi- 
cal action and bacterial 
activity, 


destroys weeds 
which 
otherwise 


would utilize large amounts of plant 
food, and, finally, conserves 
the 


moisture supply. The rake is' per- 
liaps the gardener's most 
valuaible 


tool in cultivating. 
This 
can 
.be 


passed backward and forward over 
the ground until it is in an open, 
mellow condition. Where vegetables 
grow closely in the rows it 
often 


will be necessary to supplement the 
cultivation by hand weeding. Small 
implements are made for this pur- 
pose, and may be purchased cheap- 
ly. It is well also in some cases to 
pull up weeds by hand, 
especially 


where they grow closely about 
the 


stalks of the garden plants.

careful in early spring not to dig the 
ground when the soil is too moist, 
so he should be careful later in (he 
season not to cultivate too soon af- 
ter rains. The stirriag of very mud- 
dy -soil "puddles" it into a compact. 
cement-like mass in which the plant 
food is securely locked. The garden 
will require attention, however, as 
soon as the excess moisture from a 
rain has soaked in or partially eva- 
porated. Unless the ground is stirr- 
ed at this time a crust will form al- 
most inevitably. 
Such a crust, be- 


sides restricting the plants, prevents 
the access of air, and also facilita- 
tes the loss 
of 
moisture through 


evaporation. 


When, 
during 
prolonged 
dry 


spells, the plants give evidence of 
suffering because of the 
lack 
of 


moisture, water must, if possible, be 
supplied 
artificially. Where a sup- 


ply of piped water is at hand, per- 
haps the mostxusiial methods of ir- 
rigation is by sprinkling with a hose. 
If sprinkling is practiced it should 
be done late in the afternoon, i: is 
not sufficient merely to dampen i.hc 
surface; 
a thorough wetting should 


be given. A more satisfactory and 
more economical method of irriga- 
tion, however, is to open small fur- 
rows between the rows of growing 
plants and to supply water in these 
ditches from a hose or pipe. Sevci- 
al hours after the water has.souki-l 
in. ihc dry earth should be 
driuvn

AH the swatters who swat 
can 


never swat all;of the flies. Some- 
thing more drastic must be done if 
we are to get rid of these trouble- 
some and dangerous pests. 


The great majority of flies are 


produced in horse manure. Enough 
will breed in a small pile of manure 
along the roadside to keep a score 
of swatters busy. . 
Every 
stable 


breeds millions of flies all summer. 
But the pests are not generated by 
manure. 
Flies come from 
small, 


white maggots and 
the maggots 


come from eggs laid there by flies. 


Therefore the only effective rem- 


edy against flies is to protect ma- 
nure from them or to treat it with 
something that will 
kill maggots. 


All stable manure should be put at 
once into screen covered bins while 
the edges of uncovered piles, which 
s the part on which the maggots 
ive, .should be sprinkled with a so- 
ntion of 
powdered hellebore. 
A 


lalf pound in ten gallons of water 
will be enough for eight bushels of 
manure. Hellelbore will not 
injure 


manure for fertilizing purposes. 


Cesspools should be treated with 


the powdered borax which is more 
deadly to fly maggots than 
helle- 


bore, but is injurious 
to 
plant 


growth if used in manure. Plies not 
only breed in cess pools but. they 
collect disease germs there 
which 


they will later carry into the dining 
room. For this reason cesspools 
should be made fly proof. 
i 


Flies travel long distance, how- 


ever and such anti-fly measures will 
be effective only when adopted by a 
whole community. 
'Until the entire 


public can be persuaded or compell- 
ed* by law to take these precautions, 
individuals must be contented with 
traps, poisons, screens and swat- 
ters.

Home Cookery 


Baked Bean* and Tomatoes. 


Beak a pint of beans overnight 


the morning parboil and place thbijtx 
into- a two quart bean pot 
Add', to 


them a level tablespoohful of salt, two 
of molasses, a teaspoonful of black 
peppier and a quart of hot.water. Place 
the pot in a cool oven and babe slowly 
As the water bolls away or la absorbed 
by the beans fill'the pot with tomatoes 
(canned or fresh may be used; If fresh 
peel and cut Into pieces). Long am" 
slow baking is required, and one quart 
if tomatoes should be used. If more 
moisture is required after this quantity 
lias' been used add hot water. Let 
them cook at least ten hours; twelve is 
better. 


Rice Muffins. 


Mash two cupfuls of boiled rice 


through a sieve, add tba well beaten 
yolks of three eggs, a tabtespoonful of 
soft butter, a scant teaspoonful of salt, 
three cupfuls of milk and two cupfuls 
of yellow jcornmeal, teaspoonfnl of 
baking powder and lastly the stiffly 
whipped whites of the eggs. Pour into 
buttered rauffla rings or gem; pans and 
bake in a quick oven for about fifteen 
minutes. 


Rice-and Chopped B*ef. 


Chop a cupful of cold cooked beef, 


not too fine. Upon the fire place a cup- 
ful of milk and when hot add the chop- 
ped beef, a cupful cold boiled rice, two 
tablespoonfols of butter and season 
highly'with salt and pepper. Stir the 
mixture till very hot, then remove 
from the fire and add an egg, well 
beaten. Tom the hast into a baking 
dish and bake twenty minutes. 'Allow 
to brown well and serre .In the baking 
dish.
